The smashing impact of a 
giant meteorite striking the

‘High Rise’ Policy 
Needs Some Thought 


Last week, members of the Menlo Park planning com- 
mission got a look at a model of a proposed six-story 
apartment building proposed to be constructed on a 15% 
“island” in the Sharon Heights golf course. 


This won't be the last proposal for a “high rise” apart- 
ment in Menlo Park. 

The present proposal has an advantage in that it allows 
the developer to leave a Jot of land around the apartment's 
base, thereby preserving some open space which is, after all, 
getting to be pretty rare stuff. 

Future developers might not be so kind. They'll pro- 
pose “high rise” apartments which, besides intruding onto 
the skyline in a manner which would belie the “rural atmos- 
phere” Menlo Park planners are trying to preserve, will 
have very little to offer in the way of attractive grounds 
around them. 


The planning commission heretofore hasn't had_ to 
have a policy regarding such structures, but it’s evident 
that one is going to be needed. It’s apt to be needed soon. 

Whether the planning commission themselves can 
come up with a set of standards to apply in such cases, or 
whether they should wait until a new city planner is ap- 
pointed and get his expert advice is a pretty moot point. 

The thing is, they've got to start thinking about it; 
residents of the community at large might well start think- 
ing about it too.

The “guessers’” of election 
results can be very lucky at 
times, and we consider our pre- 
dictions of two weeks ago more 
or less a matter of luck. There 
were a few surprises in the pri- 
mary voting, although we man- 
aged to hit most of the contest- 
ed races right on the nose. 

It was surprising to us at 
least, that Ross Conti was able 
to pile up a 13,000-vote margin 
over Jobn J. Brophy of Red- 
wood City in the six-man race 
for county tax collector. We 
don’t know whether it was Con- 
ti’s 30,345 vote total or the fact 
that Brophy managed only 
17,949. 

This is going to be a battle 
in November, but at the pres- 
ent Conti would appear to have 


a decided edge to succeed his 
boss, Lorraine Dickey, who is 
retiring.

can nomination for the assem- 
bly didn’t surprise many peo- 
ple, but the fact that Hiram S. 
Stout of Redwood City ran a
